b) In claim 26, line 5; and claim 30, line 2, the claimed limitation "a player" should be 
corrected to "the player". 

c) In claim 26, line 7, the claimed limitation "(a) to (c)" should be corrected to "(a) to (£)". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior arts of record do not disclose a gaming device set forth in claims 1 and 26. 
Specifically, the gaming device comprises a display device; a plurality of matingly 
interconnected puzzle pieces displayed by the display device; a plurality of selection, each 
selection associated with one of the puzzle pieces, the player picks the selections until the player 
obtains a designated combination of the puzzle pieces; and an outcome provided to the player 
based on the designated combination obtained by the player and the selected puzzle pieces 
matingly connected to at least one of the puzzle pieces in the designated combination of the 
puzzle pieces.
